Instantly, Melanie recognised 
the grave as her little boy’s ‘bed’ 
that had been lovingly decorat¬ 
ed with pictures, cherubs and 
other ornaments, only now it 
was smashed up and filthy. 

She said: “This has broken 
me. I haven’t eaten or slept. 


“It’s absolutely disgusting. I 
don’t know what to do. It feels 
like I’ve lost him all over again. 

“I ran up to the grave at 
11.45pm, I drove down there 
and got into the cemetery and 
I just knew something was 
wrong, all his lights were out. 

“All the solar powered lights 
were out. He had never been in 
darkness before. 

“It was just a mess, there 
were several items missing, my 
sentimental stuff, like pictures

Tragic A1307 
couple ‘joined 
now at rest’

THE grandson of an elderly couple killed in a 
tragic road accident has said his grandparents 
will forever be in his family’s thoughts. 

Reginald and Maria Towers, aged 75 and 
71 respectively, of Palmers Close, Linton, 
died after their car spun out of control across 
the A1307 in Park Hill, Horseheath, and into 
oncoming traffic on January 9. 

Last week, a coroner concluded a 
“momentary lapse of concentration” led to 
the collision and the couple died of multiple 
injuries. They had been married for 50 years. 

Aaron Law, 29, from Newmarket, said 
his family drew comfort from knowing the 
grandparents were “joined at rest”. 

He told the News : “The heart-rending and 
most tragic of events that led to the death of 
my grandparents will forever remain within 
our thoughts. 


“Both Nan and Grandad were very much 
loved by all of the family and by members of 
their community. 

“As our family continue the painful process 
of which we grieve, we also take great comfort 
in knowing that they are joined now at rest, 
together. 

“The A1307 will bring great sorrow as we 
continue our daily lives and we hope that 
released details relating to the accident will 
remind all road users to remain vigilant at all 
times. 

“On behalf of myself and my family I would 
like to express our sincerest of gratitude for the 
efforts of all NHS personnel, the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance and Chris-Rowley Smith, 
Family Liason Office, Cambridgeshire.” 

Closing the inquest last week the coroner 
offered his condolences to the couple’s family. 

He said: “It’s a deeply tragic situation. I deal 
with a lot of accidents [with] that momentary 
lapse of concentration.”

of me holding him when he 
was born and a little box full of 
charms. 

“There was also a substantial 
amount of damage caused, in¬ 
cluding smashed photo frames, 
rubbish tipped on the grave and 
mud smeared across what was 
left. Windmills adorning his grave 
were yanked out.” 

Among the pictures stolen were 
pictures of Melanie and Jaydon 
together as well as a collage of 
scan pictures from each of Mela¬ 
nie’s pregnancies that her mum 
put together to make sure Mela¬ 
nie had a picture of all four chil¬ 
dren together. 

Pleading to the thieves, Mela¬ 
nie said: “I want my son back. I’m 
so devastated. 

“If you have a heart I want his 
stuff back. Just leave it some¬ 
where so it can be found.” 

Melanie visits Jaydon’s grave 
every other day and has done so 
since he was stillborn nearly 11 
years ago in 2006.

Since Jaydon’s death, Melanie 
has struggled to come to terms 
with her loss, suffering from de¬ 
pression, anxiety and trouble eat¬ 
ing and sleeping. 

This is not the first time that 
Jaydon’s grave has been targeted: 
in the last 10 years thieves have 
stolen items four times. 

“It’s been done three times be¬ 
fore now, since he’s been there, 
but not to this extent. Before, 
they’ve smashed the windmills 
and a few things were nicked, but 
it seems much worse this time.” 

Hundreds of people have 
signed a petition set up by Mar¬ 
garet Whymark, whose parents’ 
graves have also been vandalised 
in the past, to try and force St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council to 
install CCTV and motion sensors 
to make the cemetery safer. 

Melanie said: “I want some¬ 
thing to protect him and every¬ 


one’s loved ones. They’re sup¬ 
posed to be able to rest in peace 
and for it to be a safe place.” 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and information. Anyone 
who knows should call Suffolk 
Police on 101, quoting reference 
CAD 589 of July 8. 

A spokesperson from St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council, 
who manage the cemetery, said: 
“Any vandalism or interference at 
a gravestone is sickening and Ms 
Morris has our utmost sympathy. 
Our staff on site have not had any 
direct contact from Ms Morris 
nor have we had report of inci¬ 
dents of any recent vandalism at 
the site from the police. Any con¬ 
sideration of CCTV has to balance 
an individual’s right to privacy in 
an area where they need to be al¬ 
lowed to mourn, against any on¬ 
going issues and cost. 

“In order to fully understand 
what has happened, we would 
urge Ms Morris to get in contact 
with our cemeteries manager Sue

Ambulance in early morning 
collision with traffic lights 

AN ambulance has been 
involved in an early morning 
crash with a set of traffic lights 
in Linton.

The traffic lights' pole 
appears to have sliced through 
the left hand side of the 
ambulance's bonnet, right 
up to the bottom edge of its 
windscreen. 

The incident was reported to 
have taken place at around 2am 
last Thursday, in Cambridge 
Road, Linton. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
confirmed that it was alerted to 
reports of a road traffic collision 
involving one of its ambulances. 

He said: "We dispatched 
an ambulance officer and 
ambulance crew to assist, who 
assessed both crew members 
for minor injuries before 
taking them to Addenbrooke's 
Hospital for further care."

First phase of major new homes 
development is granted approval

APPROVAL for the first phase of 
thousands of new homes to the 
north west of Haverhill has been 
granted by councillors. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s Development and Control 
Committee voted in favour of fur¬ 
ther planning permission for an 
initial 200 new homes at Anne 
Sucklings Lane, Little Wratting, last 
Thursday. 

The reserved matters approval 
follows the granting of outline plan¬ 
ning permission in February, with 
construction conditions placed on 
developer Persimmon Homes. 

The company has committed to 
spending around £9.8 million of 
section 106 funds on local primary 
and secondary education, a nurs¬ 
ery, public transport, cemeteries 
and other amenities. 

Overall the North West Haverhill 
development will see up to 1,150 
homes built in phases on the edge 
of Haverhill. 

The plans have proved contro¬ 
versial with residents concerned 


over the impact of increased traffic 
levels on the area. 

fulie Goodwin, whose property 
backs on to the development, 
previously told the News : “Getting 
out of Anne Suckling Road most 
times is a nightmare, I’m con¬ 
cerned the relief road is not go¬ 
ing to be built for five years. Con¬ 
struction traffic will make traffic 


worse for each phase.” 

Persimmon is legally obliged to 
build a supporting relief road for 
the development and has set aside 
a £7.8 million bond to cover its con¬ 
struction. 

The road must be finished within 
five years of the start of the devel¬ 
opment or when the 500th home 
occupation is complete. 


Councillors urged developers to 
press ahead with building the relief 
road as soon as possible. 

Cllr David Roach said: “I want 
to urge the developers to crack on 
with the relief road, it is vital. If we 
can deliver that quickly that will 
tackle a lot of the concerns we have 
around the development. 

“For the good of all the residents 


the relief road is vital, if they’ve al¬ 
located the money to it anyway, I 
would like to see it come forward 
quickly.” 

Cllr John Burns added: “ I’ve been 
going about this for donkey’s years. 
It’s been on the plans for 45 years. 
We should have built it and we 
haven’t.” 

The development’s case officer, 
Penny Mills, described to council¬ 
lors improvements made to plans 
for the site. This includes better 
quality open spaces and landscap¬ 
ing, helping biodiversity, and im¬ 
proved access for pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

Councillors were asked to simul¬ 
taneously approve the building of a 
second access point via a rounda¬ 
bout on Haverhill Road. 

Several councillors welcomed the 
addition of a central green space to 
the plans. They criticised proposals 
to run an access route through the 
centre of the site because of visibil¬ 
ity concerns around the Haverhill 
Road roundabout. 

Both the phase one reserved mat¬ 
ters and new access point applica¬ 
tions were approved by the com¬ 
mittee in a vote.

Objection to 
flats over fire 
escape concerns 


HAVERHILL Town Council 
has objected to plans to 
build 36 flats at Westbourne 
Court, after fire escape 
arrangements for some flats 
were deemed inadequate. 

The decision to object 
to Havebury Housing 
Association’s application 
was made last Tuesday by 
the Town Council’s planning 
committee. 

Town clerk Colin Poole 
said: “Generally speaking we 
are actually very happy with 
the plans and think it is a 
good proposal. 

“But we decided to object 
because we are concerned 
about the fire escape ar¬ 
rangements for the flats. 

“They are not a 
satisfactory form of escape 
whatsoever, particularly as 
they would mean elderly 
people would have to climb 
out of a window in the event 
of a fire. 

“We appreciate this 
is a building regulation 
matter, but in the light of 
recent events we think 
the building’s fire escapes 
should be readdressed. 

“It would be foolish not 
to comment strongly on the 
unsatisfactory fire escape 
arrangements.” 

The problem lies in three 
flats in particular - number 
3,10, and 31.

Bedrooms in all three flats 
are accessed through the 
living area, and if a fire broke 
out, people sleeping in the 
bedrooms of one of these 
flats would have to pass 
through or near to “high 
fire risk” rooms such as the 
kitchen in order to escape. 

Although emergency es¬ 
cape windows could be in¬ 
stalled in the bedrooms, this 
may be of concern within 
the first floor flat - and could 
be even more difficult for 
elderly or vulnerable resi¬ 
dents. 

In flat 31, the bedrooms 
have roof lights, but these 
are only for lighting and 
ventilation and wouldn’t 
open to allow somebody to 
climb out on to the roof. 

This means people 
could only escape from the 
bedrooms through the flat’s 
open plan kitchen-living- 
dining room - the most 
likely location for a fire. 

Mr Poole added: “We 
are quite sure Havebury 
Housing Association [the 
applicant] will have begun 
revising the design straight 
away. 

“We don’t actually make 
planning decisions - they 


are made by the borough 
council, and we give our 
opinion as a statutory. 

“We sincerely hope the 
borough planning commit¬ 
tee will listen hard to the 
concerns of local people.” 

West Suffolk Borough 
Council’s Public Health and 
Housing share the concerns 
about the fire escape provi¬ 
sions. 

In an official comment on 
the planning application, 
the organisation said they 
are “concerned with regard 
to the proposed layout of 
some of the flats in respect 
of the means of escape from 
the bedrooms in the event of 
a fire”. 

They recommend “further 
consideration is given by 
the applicant to the layout 
of flats 3, 10 and 31 so as 
to ensure that bedroom 
accommodation is accessed 
without the need to pass 
through rooms which 
present a high fire risk”. 

The application is due to 
be discussed by West Suffolk 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee in the coming 
weeks.

High-level talks 
discuss new rail 
link proposal 


POPULAR plans to reinstate a rail 
line from Haverhill to Cambridge 
have progressed this week after a 
meeting at Westminster. 

Key figures from central and 
local government met yesterday to 
discuss the feasibility of building 
a light rail link from Cambridge to 
Haverhill. 

Matt Hancock, the MP for 
Haverhill, had a meeting with 
Cllr James Palmer, Mayor of 
Cambridgeshire & Peterborough 
Combined Authorities, MPs such 
as Heidi Allen and Lucy Frazer, 
councillors and other interested 
parties at the House of Commons. 

Mr Palmer previously told the 
News that a feasibility study is 
under way and that it will report 
by Christmas on how viable the 
option is. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr

Hancock said: “This [plan] is very 
much at its earliest stages, but 
there is much enthusiasm from all 
parties. 

“There is clearly a need for a 
light railway, and there is excellent 
leadership in Mayor James Palmer. 

Both feasibility and funding 
studies will now be looked at.” 

Cllr James Palmer said the 
meeting was held to show 
solidarity between Suffolk and 
Essex councils, as well as the 
combined authority and other 
MPs. 

He added: “It was to give a 
briefing to those other participants 
to make sure they understand 
what we are trying to achieve and 
that it was something we want to 


invest in. 

“We’re looking forward to the 
feasibility study, which is the next 
step in this process. 

“It is useful to see there is a 
consensus to see this progress and 
to see the plans through and see it 
happen.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, who is an active 
member of the Rail Haverhill 
campaign, said there was “a great 
need” for light rail. 

He added: “I think the business 
case is definitely there. Haverhill is 
a good choice for people who work 
all over the south of Cambridge. 
It would also benefit the town’s 
businesses. 

“Haverhill people have been 
campaigning for a new railway 
since 1967 when the original 
railway closed. 

“I know that it took Oxford to

30 years to get results, and they 
didn’t get far until they got their 
business case together. 

“So, we need to run feasibility 
checks and make sure we have a 
solid business case. 

“We’re due to have 3,700 houses 
built and a potential 10,000 more 
people in the next 15 years, so we 
need the light rail to take increased 
traffic away from the A1307. 

“As long as all these MPs, James 
Palmer and others are supporting 
the campaign - which we have 


never really seen before - it is very, 
very significant.” 

In a tweet Colin Noble, leader 
of Suffolk County Council, said 
the meeting proved a constructive 
discussion on opportunities to 
radically improve transport links to 
the south of Cambridge, including 
light rail. 

Mr Hancock previously said 
Haverhill would benefit hugely 
from a railway, adding that the 
sheer weight of traffic into the 
town often led to severe tailbacks 
and many fatal accidents.

Church 
faces an 
uncertain 
future 


AN HISTORIC church could 
close within six months after 
funds have dried up. 

The Old Independent United 
Reformed Church in Haverhill 
has been part of the community 
for over 350 years but despite 
cost cutting the position of the 
church has become “financially 
uncertain”. 

Plans to sell the church hall in 
Hamlet Road to raise money to 
renovate the church have been 
“postponed indefinitely” and 
the church as a congregation is 
at risk of extinction as well as 
losing the building. 

A spokesperson for the church 
said: “It is a possibility that the 
current church buildings could 
shut entirely. It would then be 
up to the existing congregation 
to decide if they want to con¬ 
tinue to meet somewhere else.” 

“Plans to sell the church hall, 
renovate and reconfigure the 
current church building, which 
is Grade II listed, have been 
postponed indefinitely as the 
Church’s financial position has 
become serious and can no 
longer support the proposed 
project.”

Running costs for the church 
and the hall are currently £830 
per week. 

The congregation are desper¬ 
ate to attract regular hirers for 
the Church Hall to help with the 
running of the two buildings. 

The church said: “The current 
fellowship cannot sustain these 
costs. Without new hirers and 
more support locally, the con¬ 
gregation will have no option 
but to decide on their future 
existence at the site, within a 6 
month timescale. 

The church’s spokesperson 
added that the church now felt 
compelled to highight their crit¬ 
ical financial position in a des¬ 
perate bid to get support.

A DEPUTY mayor has re¬ 
vealed his particularly unu¬ 
sual historical hobby - he 
collects tanks. 

Tony Brown, a member 
of Haverhill Town Council, 
owns three military vehicles 
that he likes to drive around 
town. 

His pride and joy is a 1954 
Daimler Mark I Ferret ar¬ 
moured scout car that was 
used to patrol the East Ger¬ 
man border during the Cold 
War. 

The father of three also 
owns a 1982 Bedford recovery 
vehicle and a 1983 8-tonne 
military flat bed truck that he 
keeps at a workshop. 

Tony, who runs a well 
drilling business, often uses 
the vehicles to transport his 
equipment or to simply take 
his wife out for a drive. 

Last month, he cruised 
through Haverhilll with the 
town’s Mayor perched on 


top of his Daimler as part of 
1940s themed Armed Forces 
Day celebrations. 

“I’m a great fan of history 
and a fan of engineering 
and old vehicles,” explained 
Tony. “Always since I was 
young I had a liking for the 
Daimler Ferret. There were 
TV programmes with it on. 
The engineering was really 
advanced for the time. 

“My brother-in-law has 


two and is part of a club 
down in Kent. One came up 
and I jumped at the chance 
to get it.” 

A former Royal Engineer, 
Tony admits that as his vehi¬ 
cles get older he struggles to 
find replacement parts and 
needs to rely on “a bit of inge¬ 
nuity” to keep them going. 

He often turns to the wider 
community of collectors on 
Facebook who share tips and 


spare parts with each other 
and takes his vehicles to dif¬ 
ferent shows two or three 
times a year. 

Tony added: “It’s a pleasure 
to work on them. The way 
I look at it, it’s a bit of living 
history. When I take them out 
it sparks off conversation.” 

At the recent Armed Forc¬ 


es Day event Tony even met 
an ex-servicemen who had 
driven Daimler Ferrets while 
serving. 

Despite being seen as 
“mildly eccentric”, Tony’s 
family are supportive of his 
fascination with military ve¬ 
hicles. He said: “I take my 
wife and sons out in [the 


Daimler] if it’s a nice day. It’s 
quite pleasant. It always rais¬ 
es a smile when people see it 
on the road. 

“It was made, designed and 
engineered in Britain. A lot of 
those companies are no long¬ 
er in use. Some of the stuff we 
did in the past was absolutely 
world beating.”

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SWEET-TOOTHED LUKE BEARDSWORTH VISITS CANADA TO TURN OVER A NEW MAPLE LEAF 



Y OU have to hand it to the 
Canadians. They know a 
sweet treat when they see 
one. So what's a man to do 
but take a maple leaf out of 
their book? 

Spending four days in Quebec 
eating maple syrup sounds like the 
very definition of a cliche. If, like me, 
you're in the dark about what you 
can use maple for, then it seems 
bizarre - but bear with me. 

I was in town to see Nathan Eades, 
head chef of Michelin-starred 
Simpsons, and David Colcombe, chef 
ambassador at We Love Maple, 
prepare a meal. 

And, as you might expect given the 
starry duo, not just any meal. 

The Maple Festival was in full 
swing and we'd get to see the entire 
process from the making of maple 
syrup to the finished meal. 

Our first visit was to Delices Erable 
& Cie - it translates as Maple 
Delights, where we tried the four 
grades of the sweet stuff. They range 
from golden through to very dark, the 
latter being my favourite. 

The lighter syrup comes from 
earlier in the season (usually six 
weeks between February and April) 
and gradually becomes darker 
through until the end. 

We also tried a soft drink called 
1642 Ginger, made with maple syrup 
in Montreal, that I'd spend the rest of 
the trip talking about. 

Then it was off to Restaurant 
Europea, rated by TripAdvisor users 
as second best in the whole world in 
2015. 

Both presentation and service were 
glorious and introduced us to 
different ways of using maple. Here, it 
was used to roast the maple seeds 
and for maple peas. Both subtle uses, 
a world apart from the syrup you 
might have with your pancakes. 

A chilly walk back to the hotel was 
in order - be warned, you should take 
more than just a hooded jacket - 
before the main event. 

Theatre St-James was the glorious 
venue for Maple Festival, where 
Eades and Colcombe had created a 
menu with British traditions and a 
maple twist. 

The most impressive part was a 
Coronation Chicken dish I actually 
wanted to eat. I'm not normally a fan. 

It came on a rye cracker and was 
served alongside a chicken broth 
with julienne mushrooms marinated 
in maple vinegar. 

Before that we were treated to 
cubed salmon smoked in maple and 
served with caviar - and afterwards a 
take on a Sunday roast. 

Not like any Sunday roast you’ve 
had, I suspect. It was deer cooked in 
maple, a game-stuffed cabbage in a 
maple and cranberry chutney, and 
some layered celery root. 

Canadian staple maple is the name 
of the game. 

"It's been a few years now that 
maple has been gaining popularity in 
the UK,” says Eades. "People are 
discovering maple is a lot more than 
just syrup on their pancakes. I'm 
proud to have put together a menu 
that's based in British food tradition, 
while putting a maple twist on it." 

Next day we visited Citadelle, the 
world's largest producer of pure 
maple. 


Here, we saw behind the scenes 
how the syrup is stored and bottled 
once it has been collected from the 
trees in the first place. Then it was 
onward to Quebec City. 

I loved my time in Montreal but 
Quebec City was on a completely 
different level - so beautiful it was 
breathtaking. 

It feels like a village from France 
has been picked up and dropped into 
the Saint Lawrence River Valley. It's 
cobbled, hilly and historic. We spent 
hours just walking around the place, 
watched the sunset, taking hundreds 
of pictures - all despite the fact the 
temperature was -10°C. 

Dinner that night was at Panache

Restaurant in Auberge Saint Antoine. 
Once again, we saw traditional 
fine-dining cooking techniques fused 
with the use of maple. It was 
impressive, but at that point we'd 
eaten a lot of brilliantly inventive 
food and something more homely 
was required, so we headed out to 
find a bar. 

Pub L'Oncle Antoine was exactly 
what we were looking for. French 
onion soup immediately lured us to a 
stool at the bar and we knew we 
wouldn't moving for several hours. 
You could make this pub your local. 

The bartender bet she could down 
a pint faster than us. She could, it was 
impressive.

We followed that by sledging down 
a hill. This is the place where the 
maple sap, extracted from the trees, 
is boiled down to make the syrup. It's 
also something of a tourist spot, with 
plenty of maple products and 
merchandise. 

A trip to the Jean Talon market 
back in Montreal was on the agenda 
before we headed for the airport. 

It’s a gloriously colourful place. We 
found samosas for a couple of dollars 
and someone threw me an apple as I 
walked past. 

It felt like an essential part of the 
community - something we should 
strive to replicate. 

When I got home, it was with a 
suitcase full of maple products. 

Maple tea has become something I’ll 
have whenever I need to relax - and 
I've started using maple sugar in my 
coffee. I'd also let you name your 
price for that 1642 Ginger soft drink. 
There's more to maple than syrup, 
you just need to give it a try.

I MAKE an annual trip which I 
enjoy very much, akin to the old 
Wakes' Weeks in Lancashire (my 
roots people, my roots) when 
once a year half the population 
would pack up and disappear to 
Blackpool and paddle and flirt. 

My annual trip is a visit to the 
wine people at the Co-operative 
when they highlight some of their 
latest releases. 

Here are two reds and two 
whites all under a tenner; other 
picks I'll share now and again as 
the weeks roll on by. 

■ Kumala Fairtrade Pinotage 
Shiraz (£6.99, 12.5% abv): 

Hot off the press, the Co-op has 
worked with Kumala to create 
this new fairtrade pinotage 
and shiraz blend. The Co-op is 
the world's biggest Fairtrade 
wine retailer and sales of the 
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wine will support investment into 
farming communities in the 
Western Cape. 

What of the wine? Well I need a 
bit of persuasion with South 
African pinotage, but this blend 
is nice; the wine is ruby red, has 
ripe red fruits and strawberries 
on the nose, with pepper spice 
tingling away. 

Muriel Tempranillo Rioja 
2014 (£8.49, 13.5% abv) is a 
red I loved, with its sweet 
woody nose, tumbling cherry 
and strawberry aromas and a 
good balance of weight, fruit 


and acidity. It hums of sweet 
spice and vanilla and is a wine 1 
which is confident in itself. It I 
would be proud to look in the 
mirror and say 'Hey, I'm very 
elegant'. Look - I write these 
notes when I'm in the 
moment. Stick with me. 

■ Vanita Grillo 2016 (£6.99, 

13% abv) was my favourite 
white wine - and also that of 
my guide, wine buyer Ben 
Cahill. It hails from Sicily 
and has a tremendous rush 
of grapefruit and lemon 
and lime aromas. In the 
LI- mouth there's a thrill of 
citrus and acidity from 
start to finish - the wine has 
weight, it's not a fly-by-night 
white which your tastebuds will 
forget in an instant. 

■ Vinho Verde 2016 (£5.99, 


1 


9.5% abv): This is a gentle 
spritzy little thing and as vinho 
verde goes, it is spritzier than 
most. These young wines from 
Portugal aren't made as 
traditional fizzy wines, but the 
carbon dioxide created in 
the fermentation can still be 
present, causing a wibble of 
a wobble of a bubble. I 
won't bore you with 
geekiness but I'll simply say 
I'd love to sip this gently 
sparkling fresh white wine 
in the garden and enjoy its 
pretty citrus summer vibe. 

■ In other news... I should give 
a Wimbledon nod to strawberries 
and fizzie things. If it helps, 
Sainsbury's tell me they 
commissioned a flavour expert to 
reveal the best drinks pairings

for top strawberry varieties. 

Professor Barry Smith used 
scientific methods to pair the 
flavour components of the 
different berries and sparkling 
wines and one of the most 
successful pairings he found was 
Sainsbury's Taste the 
Difference Cremant de Loire 
(RRP £11) with the Murano 
strawberry. Now I don't know one 
strawberry from the other but I 
can tell you that the cremant is 
indeed very nice with fizzy 
shimmers which pop with citrus 
together with a hint of 
creaminess. 

It's made in the same way as 
champagne, so that's game set 
and match to your purse.

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Volvo sparks a move 
to electric power cars 


W ITHIN three years every new Volvo 
car will have an electric motor on 
board. 

The announcement brings to an end 
conventional powertrains used by the 
Swedish car maker for the past 90 years. 

Already Volvo has a number of plug-in 
hybrids in its line up - notably the XC90 
T8 SUV and the Twin Engine V60 estate - 
which can run purely on electricity. 

The new XC60 SUV - due to be released 
in the next few weeks - will also be 
available with a plug-in electric option. 

According to Volvo - now owned 
by Chinese auto giant Geely - the 
announcement represents one of the most 
significant moves by any car maker to 
embrace electrification. 

"This announcement marks the end of 
the solely combustion engine-powered 
car," said Hakan Samuelsson, Volvo's chief 
executive. "Volvo Cars has stated it plans to 
have sold a total of a million electrified cars 
by 2025. When we said it we meant it. This 
is how we are going to do it." 

Speaking in Stockholm at the company's 
design studio Mr Samuelsson revealed that 
from 2019 every new model launched by 


Volvo will use an electric motor in one form 
or another including fully electric cars, plug¬ 
in hybrid cars and mild-hybrid cars. 

"This is about the customer," said Mr 
Samuelsson. "People increasingly demand 
electrified cars, and we want to respond to 
our customers' current and future needs. 
You can now pick and choose whichever 
electrified Volvo you wish." 

The company announced it will launch 
five fully electric cars between 2019 and 
2021, three of which will be Volvo models 
and two of which will be high-performance 
electrified cars from Polestar, Volvo Cars' 
performance car arm. 

These five cars will be supplemented by 
a range of petrol and diesel plug-in hybrid 
and mild-hybrid 48-volt options on all 
models meaning that in future there will be 
no Volvo cars running only on combustion 
engines. 

Full details of these models will be 
announced at a later date. 

The decision follows the recent 
announcement that Volvo is planning to 
turn Polestar into a new separately branded 
electrified global high-performance car 
company.

S O you've got less than £11,000 to spend 
on a car but it needs to be spacious to 
accommodate the family and have plenty 
of luggage room for the same reason.

And for that you get a car that's not only 
spacious but comes with air conditioning, DAB 
radio, electric front windows, stop/start, remote 
central locking and daylight running lights. In 
fact all the things that most people would want. 

Despite its budget price tag the Logan is well 
put together and when you get behind the

wheel you find it's actually rather nice to drive 
too, with an impressive amount of torque and 
plenty of power in the lower gears. 

There's a five-speed manual gearbox, 
although fifth is very much an overdrive gear 
ideal for cruising on the motorway when the rev 
counter is just hitting 2,000 revs at 70 miles per 
hour, ensuring relaxed, frugal motoring. 

For fast overtaking you need to drop down 
a cog but when you do the Logan is quick to 
respond and happy to do so. 

Petrol engined models are available - the 
entry level Logan is priced from just £7,295 
- but the 1.5-litre diesel is by far the best 
performer. 

The suspension is a little on the soft side but it 
handles well even when driven quickly through 
tights bends and provides a very comfortable 
ride. 

In fact for me there are very few negative 
points on a car which - since the Romanian 


company was re-launched by parent company 
Renault in 2004 - is fast winning fans all over 
Europe for economy motoring. More than 
100,00 Dacias have been sold in the UK since 
the company launched here in 2013. 

OK so on the Logan you have to adjust the 
side mirrors manually and you always have 
to use the key to open the boot rather than 


have a release catch and there is no height 
adjustment on the driver's seat but apart from 
these the Logan Ambiance fills most people's 
requirements. 

And it's interesting to note how well Dacia 
has done in surveys carried out among owners. 
If they weren't happy they would be the first to 
shout about it.
